3. Claims 8, 10-12, 14, 16-18, and 20-24, and 26-27 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zicker (6,038,437). 

Regarding claims 8, 10-12, 14, 17-18, and 21-24, Zicker discloses a call-back 
method in response to emergency call origination from cellular radiotelephone, 
comprising: transmitting to the emergency call register and public safely answering 
point call center ^o^v ^ from -^v.^ ^■^^•^ v-. \^ associated with 

the at least one wireless unit in response to the emergency call from the at least one 
wireless unit, the at least one tag identifier being a reference key to the emergency call 
register associated with the public safety answering point call center (see abstract, fig.1, 
wireless unit 20, mobile station controller 33, emergency service entity 36, public safety 
answering point 38, fig.6, wireless call back number 100, tag identifier/reference key 
107, col.6, lines 38-40). 

Regarding claims 16, 20, and 26-27, Zicker further discloses the at least one tag 
identifier comprises a reference key to a database (see fig .4, element 76, fig.6, tag 
identifier/reference key 107, col.6, lines 38-40).
